of form or visage; yet he had tlie gift of speech. 
God made him an orator. We know that some 
contend, with Elihu Burritt, that we can always 
attain the ideal or standard which we erect. It 
is true that, men with but little genius, by a 
perseverance which is stable as the rocks, will 
often accomplish much more at their own partic- 
ular calling—will earn more reputation, than one 
with brilliant talents, who attempts all things, 
but never succeeds in any. We know, too, that 
Demosthenes, with an imperfect vocal organism, 
by careful training, and long, diligent, assiduous 
study, became one of the greatest living orators 
of his age. The careful observer of humanity 
will plainly perceive that there are different gifts 
from the same spirit. All tho study and perse- 
verance in the universe would not create some 
poets, others, philosophers, others, mathemati- 
cians. There is a difference in jrrimititie organ- 
ization. Some are naturally more virtuous than 
others. Some have stronger propensities to do 
evil deeds. Some acquire knowledge with tho 
aptitude of run ning water, while others toil wea- 
rily up the Hill of Science, and often faint by 
the way. There are •' hewers ol wood and draw- 
ers of water," made so by their constitutions.— 
Call this riot fatality. Say not all responsibility 
is cast aside by this view of the subject. 'Tis 
true, nevertheless, and no one, on reflection, can 
gainsay it. While one child, in ths cradle, may 
be almost thrown into convulsions by a discord 
on a piano, another, of older growth, will not 
discern the difference between melody and har- 
mony, or a discord, and will not at all be suscep- 
tible to the sw«;et sounds of music. That there 
are different shades of responsibility, no one 
will or can deny who reads the parable of " tha 
ten talents." This View should make us more 
charitable for the feelings and imperfections of 
others—should give us a better insight into the 
training of the young, and assist us in develops, 
ing their talente in appropriate channels. TBS

The Mayor and Common Council of tht City of Miluau- 
ket, do ordain at follOKt: 


Sec, 1. For the purpose of aiding in the construction of 
tlie Milwaukee &. Watertown Railroad, City Bondi may 
be issued and delivered to the Milwaukee i Watertown 
Railroad Company, two an amount not exceeding Two 
ilundreii Thousand Dollhra, on the terms and conditions 
specified in *'an act authorizing the city of Milwaukee to 
loan it* credit in aid of certain .Railroads," approved April 
Sd, JSXI, and on the terms and conditions hereinafter 
mentioned. Provided that not more ttian Seventy-Five 
Thousand Dollars shall be issued to iwsid company, to be 
used in the completion and equipment of the Rond from 
the city of Milwaukee to the city of Watertown, and 
the balance when neces««ry to be used in the construc- 
tion and completion of said Road between Watertown 
and Portage City, and beyond that point. 


Sec. S. Every bond issued under theanthortty contained 


in the preceding Bection, snail be made payable in twenty 
years from the date thereof with interest, payable lemi- 
annualty at the rate of seven per cent., and both principal 
and interest payable at the Union Bank of New-York, in 
the city of New-York; Khali be signed by the Mayor, and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the Common Council, un- 
der the corporate seal of the city. 
Sec. 3. No bonds shall be tamed to Hid Railroad Com- 


pany, until all the provisions relating to the bonds and
